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(54) EXTERNAL PREPARATION CONTAINING CAPSAICIN 
(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To obtain an external preparation that can alleviate the pungent 
pain in the initial administration of a capsaicin preparation by homogeneously admixing a specific 
amount of capsaicin, a specific amount of nonionic, amphoteric or cationic surfactant into a 
medicine carrier. 

SOLUTION: (A) Capsaicin in an amount of 0.025-0.2 wt.%, and (B) a nonionic, amphoteric or 
cationic surfactant in an amount of >5 wt.%, preferably >9 wt.% and (C) a medicine carrier for 
skin application are mixed uniformly so that it may be constituted only with a composition freed 
from medicines acting on the nervous system, to prepare the objective preparation for external 
use for treating the pungent pain and itching accompanied by skin diseases and neurological 
disorders through continuous application. The dosage form of this external preparation is, for 
example, solution, cream, ointment, gel, strap or the like. The indications of this external 
preparation is postherpetic neuralgia, diabetic neuropathy, essential pruritus, rhinopathy, oral 
membrane inflammation, arthritis and the like. 
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
